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Duties of Officers (as taken from our Constitution & By-laws / Revised January 1984) 


Article 4 — Duties of Officers 


Section 1. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Club. In case of a vacancy in 
any office, he/she shall appoint a member to act until the Executive Board fills the 
vacancy. 

Section 2. The Vice-President shall assist the President in the discharge of his duties, and 
shall also act as Program Chairman. 


Section 3. The Secretary shall keep a true record of the transactions of the Club, and 
preserve all documents. He/She is to handle all correspondence and report on Club 
Meetings to the ANA, NASC and CSNA. He/She shall keep all membership records, issue 
membership cards and send notices of all meetings to members. 

Section 4. The Treasurer shall collect all money due the Club. He/She shall pay out money 


_only on the order of the Executive Board, with the exception of the necessary expenses of 


each meeting. He/She shall at any time, upon request, present a complete report of the 
financial condition of the Club and his transactions. 


Article 5 — Election of Officers (WILL BE HELD IN NOVEMBER) 


Section 1. A Nominating Committee of three members shall be appointed by the chair, at 
the October meeting to nominate a candidate for each office, to be voted on at the 
November meeting. Any member may nominate one or more candidates for office from the 
floor at the November meeting.
